able, indeed. 
On other occasions I have told 


yon about the sensitivity tests. 
Thegq tests are made by scratching 
the skin and applying some of the 
pollen extract. One test after an- 
other 13 made to determine what 
grass or pollen or other substance 
produces a reaction. Once the of- 
fending substance has been deter- 
mined, a vaccine is made from it, 
and this vaccine is then given to 
the patient by hypodermic injec- 
tion 


Although a great many claim to 


have been benefited by thus method 
of treatment, there remains a 
doubt as to ita real value. Cer- 
tainly it has not yet been perfect- 
ed so that all cases are cured. 
Nevertheless, the ailment is so dis- 
tressing that it is worth while to 
think about this treatment. 
If one has a tendency to hay 


fever it is well to consult the doc- 
tor before the regular time of at- 
tack has arrived. It may be that 
nasal treatment will help to lessen 
the severity of the symptoms. 


It must not be overlooked thai 
certain food poisonings may have 
something to do with the trouble. 
All in all, the ailment is perplex- 
ing, but patient research is likely 
to reveal the real cause.
